RETIRED IN 1929. 


Captain Hughes was then called and 
examined by Mr McGhlligan. 

Captain Hughes said that he had been in 
possession of the Midland Hotel since his 
retirement from the Free State Army with 
the rank of captain in 1929. He had been 
Military Governor of Limerick Prison, being 
transferred from there in 1 to become 
Military Governor of Mountjoy. MacNamara, 
who had the rank of lieutenant, was a mem. 
ber of the staff under him at Limerick 
Prison, and witness was very friendly with 
him. 

Continuing, he said that he met Mac. 
Namara in O'Connell street, Dublin, last 
December, and MacNama.a remarked that 
since they weve last ecquainted there had 
been changes for the worse so far as he was 
concerned professivnaliy. 

He quoted MacNamara as saying: ' This 
job has gone to hell, pimping and spying all 
over the place. I am under continual obser- 
vation because I stood too loyally behind the 
old Government. My sympathy lies towards 
the Blue Shirt movement. He added that 
MacNamara said that this Government would 
not last long and that General O'Duffy would 
soon be victorious. 

Much of Hughes's evidence was almost 
inaudible, and he was frequently asked to 
raise his voice. 

He said that he invited MacNamara to call 
and gave particulars of a number of visits 
which MacNamara paid to his hotel. He 
denied with emphasis having suggested on 
any occasion that MacNamara should attempt 
to get information for him. Questioned 
about drink, he said that on one occasion he 
stood one or two drinks and on another 
occasion several drinks—not more than four. 

On Easter Sunday evening three men 
called at the premises, One spoke to him in 
the hall, and he came to the conclusion that 
h-: was a Guard. Witness asked him if he 
was from the Castle, and he replied that 
“all the old crowd were gone and only 
two or three were left.” acNamara was 
mentioned as one of those left, and witness 
asked him to tell MacNamara he had 
roeen ,“ asking fer him.” Dealing with a 
later visit by MacNamara, he said that 
MacNamara then remarked that he believed 
a Blue Shirt dictatorship would be set up 
immediately. 

“I said that that was nonsense—propa- 
ganda,’ Hughes continued, ‘‘ and that the 
only dictatorship that would be set up in 
this country would be the dictatorship of the 
Fianna Fail Government that 1s in. I asked 
what sort of dictatorship he wanted, and ]

was made by Miss M. O’Brien, Court 

Probation Officer, while giving evidence at the 

resumed sitting of the Commission of In- 

uiry into the Reformatories and Industrial 

hool system in the Free State at 9 Upper 
Mount street, Dublin, yesterday. 

Miss O’Brien directed the attention of the 
Commission to the absence in this country of 
a place where a girl, between the ages of 16 
and 19 years, could be detained. If such a 
place were in existence, she said, many a girl 
might be prevented from continuing on her 
downward path. 


AGE OF COMMITTAL. 

The witness stated that it was thought -de- 
sirable that boys, between the ages of seven 
years and nine or ten years, should be placed 
under the care of nuns. The age of com- 
mittal should be raised from: feurteen to 
fifteen years of age, and authority given to 
detain until seventeen years of age, so as to 
give them an extra year’s training before 
being placed on the labour market. 

Children should be, as: far as possible, com- 
mitted to schools within a convenient distance 
from their homes to permit the parents or 
relations a ready means of visiting them. 
Where the parents of the child or children 
were unsuitable, however, the school selected 
should be at a distance so as to avoid any 
communication. 

It was suggested that children found 
mentally deficient after committal to a school 
should be sent to St. Vincent’s Home for 
Mental Defectives, Cabra. 

In cases where the parents found it neces- 
sary, Owing to poverty following unemploy- 
ment, to have their children committed, extra 
financial assistance should be forthcoming to 
enable them to bridge the difficult period and 
thus to keep their children at home. The 
grant of aa financial help, of course, should 
be for a limited period. In such cases she 
believed that a very decided saving must 
accrue to. the State.

MOORE AS MAN AND 
POET. 


PROFESSOR TRENCH’S 
TRIBUTE, — 


ROFESSOR W.. F. TRENCH, Litt.D., 
P yesterday delivered the Trinity Monday 
Memorial Discourse on Thomas Moore, 
in the Graduates’ Memorial Building, Trinity 
College, Dublin. The Prevost presided, and 
there was a representative attendance. á 
Thomas Moore, as a t, said Professor 
Trench, was in his own day placed on a level 
with such poets as Scott, Wordsworth and 
Byron. By later generations Moore came 
to be treated as of virtually no account, and 
the tide of detraction had not yet ebbed. 

Moore entered Trinity College in 1794, and 
he graduated in<1798. He then went to 
London, with a view to being called to the 
Bar, an intention which was soon to be 
relinquished, because he found himself im- 
mediately accurded a place among the poets 
and men of letters of his day. His first 
volume of verse appeared in 1800, when he 
was twenty-one years of age, but it was not 
until 1808 that the publication of the Irish 
Melodies commenced. These continued on to 
1834, and so pronounced a success were they 
that his music publisher gave him £500 a 
year for many years for the monopoly of his 
political ¢ompositions, Soon after that he 
started writing his political satires, some of 
which were very clever, though they were 
not of enduring value. “ 

By 1814 so secure was Moore's position that 
Longman’s signed a contract with him to pay 
him £5,000 for the long poem which Moore 
was about to write. This was ‘‘Lalla Rookh,” 
which came out in 1817, went through seven 
editions in a year, and thus justified the 
publisher's confidence. Moore’s high standing 
as poet was such that when he visited his 
native City of Dublin in 1818 he was enthusi- 
astically received. 


A TEST OF FRIENDSHIP. 
Then came a test of the friendship of his 
friends, and of the character of the man 
himself. Moore had a post, the work of 
which was performed by a deputy, who 
embezzled £8,000, The Court decreed that 
Moore must find the whole am vunt at once. 
Contemporary ‘poets, critics, politicians, and 
society rushed to the aid of the embarrassed 
poet, but Moore declined all these offers of 
assistance, and determined to clear off the 
whole amount by his own exertions, and to 
keep his independence. He lived abroad to 
escape a debtor’s prison until he managed, 
through his publishers, to settle that debt. 
While Moore was living abroad, trying to 
make up the sum of £8,000, Byron sent him 
a present of some memoirs which he had 
written, and suggested his raising money on 


to 15 years the District Justice should have 
power to commit a boy over 14 years to 
either an industrial or reformatory school.

AFTER-CARE CLUBS. 
Evidence was given also by Miss Kathleen 
Sullivan, Court Probation Officer. She said 
that good reports, as a rule, were received 
from parents whose children had been sent to 
industrial schools, and also from past pupils. 
Less favourable reports were received some- 
times from parents whose children were in 
reformatories. ' 
Former industrial school boys had been 
often charged in Court with loitering, and 
there were constant tales of farmers over- 
working and under-paying tliem. Hostels and 
clubs should be founded for the after-care 
of girls, who should be also advised what 
they should do on taking up situations in 
strange towns. All that, of course, would 
necessitate financial provision. 

Provision should be made for industrial 
schools suitable for unruly children, who per- 
sisted in stealing, but who, owing to delicate 
health, were not fitted for ordinary indvs- 
trial training. The training in industrial 
schools generally should be put on as high a 
basis as that in the technical schools. 

The witness also alluded to the desir- 
ability of providing a separate home oí 
detention for boys under ten years. At 
present very young children and boys 
up to sixteen years of age were together. 
An arrangement possibly could be made, 
whereby St. Teresa’s Orphanage at Black- 
rock, Co. Dublin, would admit boys who 
were not charged with an offence on a charge 
sheet. 


QUESTION OF PUNISHMENT. 


The witness, in reply to Dr. MacCarvill. 
said that boys could return to industrial 
schools if they could not secure suitable 
employment. 

Mr. O'Farrell said that the faet that ex- 
industrial school boys could go back was not 
generally known. 

Questioned regarding the punishment in- 
flicted in reformatories, the witness said that 
she had received complaints that the boys 
received severe caning». 

Mr. O'Farrell said that he was totally 
opposed to the whole reformatory system. 
The boys, he said, were treated as convicts 
without hope of redemption, and it was 
continually emphasised that they were ruffians 
of the deepest dye.

THE IRISH MELODIES. 


Dealing with the Irish Melodies, on which 
rest Moore’s highest claims to fame, Professor 
Trench said that there was held in Belfast. 
in 1792, a gathering of harpers, inheritors of 
a minstrelsy which had descended from 
generation to generation. Edward Bunting. 
fired with enthusiasm for the folk music 
revealed at that gathering. set to work to 
take down the ancient traditional airs, which 
were published in time to be the well- 
spring of the genius of Moore. He 
was then in Trinity College, practising the 
writing of song verse or seventeenth-centyry 
patterns on the one hand. while on the other. 
he was fiercely interested in national politics, 
and preaching sedition. Here came Irish 
music to suggest fresh wealth of rhythms, 
and also to fan the flame of his patriotism. 
He svent some time playing these airs over 
on the piano at 18 Aungier street. Tt was 
the linking of his spirit with the whole of 
Ireland's past. Some of Moore’s lyrics were 
translated. into. Irish by Archbishop McHale; 
of Tuam. 


THE ALTERED AIRS. 

The lecturer went on to say that Mr. 
Domhnall O’Sullivan, who has re-edited 
Bunting’s admirable collection for the Irish 
Folk T.ore Society (London), and who is also 
A musician. agreed with him in stating that 
Moore often took over airs without altera- 
tion, and that when he did alter, he was 
fully justified in doing so from the musical 
point of view, for the folklorist’s point of 
view and the musician’s are ouite distinct. 
and neither is to be neglected. The im 
portance of all this consisted in the fact that 
Moore’s work was the living link between the 
nation and the Gaelic substratum or nucleus 
of the nation. 

“I have sought,”” said Professor French. 
in conclusion, ““io set Moore afresh before 
you: worthy in his rich contribution to the 
now long past romantic movement; worthy 
in the beautiful lyrics, with the music appro 
priated to them, of being held in honour hy 
all who love Ireland. I have sought to

The sixth annual general meeting of the 
Trinity College (Dubliii) Association was held 
yesterday in the Graduates’ Memorial Build- 
ing, Trinity College, Professor J. W. Bigger, 
Sc.D., M.D., presiding in the unavoidable 
absence of the Provost. 

Mr. Kenneth ©. Bailey, hon. secretary, in 

the course of his annual report, stated that 
their membership continued to increase, They 
had enrolled 331 members during the year, 
and had received with sorrow the news of 
the deaths of filty-seveén members, including 
a member of the General Committee of the 
Association, Colonel Sharman-Crawford. The 
staff of the University, and with it the 
Association, had suffered very heavily in the 
past twéfve months, for thev had lost no less 
than five professors—Dr. John Joly, F.R.S. ; 
Dr. G. W. Mooney, Dr. J. 8. Baxter, Sir 
James Craig, T.D., and Dr. F. C. Purser. 
- The membership of the Association. which 
a year ago stood at 3,878, was 4,152 on April 
Mth. This, said the report, is the first year 
that we have had more than 4,000 members, 
and we may reasunably regard this as a land- 
mark in the history of the Association, for 
this figure represents about half the total 
number of our scattered graduates with whom 
we have succeeded in establishing contact. 

The. chief event of importance during the 
year was the publication, in August last. of 
the Third Register of the Association. Copies 
were issued. without charge, in accordance 
with the constitution, to all members. 


ASSOCIATION DINNERS, 


‘““No Association dinner has been held in 
Dublin during the period under review,” says 
the report, ‘‘ but this does not indicate any 
intention to depart from our usual practice. 
The dinner for 1932-33 was held as early as 
February, 1933, whereas the dinner for 1933-
